Such are the tidings which greet us 
from abroad to gladden our hearts, ani¬ 
mate our hopes, and stimulate our efiorts 
resisting the encroachments upon onr 
Constitutional rights and privileges at 
home Nor are we without evidences ot 

recent changes in the public mind, evin- 
if a determination ori the part of the 
people to maintain their liberties unim¬ 
paired, protect their rights as freemen, 
and restore the government to Us consti¬ 
tutional duties and obligations, from which 
it has so strangely departed since its first 
organization. 

A brief review of our past history will 
show the principles by which our ances¬ 
tors were actuated and guided in dissol¬ 
ving their connexion with the British gov¬ 
ernment, and instituting the one, under 
which we live. Amongst the prominent 
causes which impelled them to the separa¬ 
tion, and which had been the subject of 
repeated complaint and remonstrance to 
the British crown, was the establishment 
and continuance by royal authority of the 
revolting system of African Slavery con¬ 
trary to the wishes of the American peo¬ 
ple. So odious had that system become 
the colonies, and so determined were 
jy to check its further progress, that 
Lfirst American Congress in October 
1774, entered into the following com-

The declaration of Independence, 
hich soon succeeded these colonial acts, 
after averring that all men were created 
qua!, that they were endowed by their 
Creator witli the inalienable rights of life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, and 
that whenever any form of government be¬ 
came destructive of these ends, it was the 
right and duty of the people to alter or 
abolish it, solemnly pledges the honor ahd 
faith of the nation to support and main¬ 
tain these principles. The original 
draught' of that memorable Declaration, 
as written by Jefferson, contained the fol¬ 
lowing additional charge against the Brit¬ 
ish sovereign. 

“ He had waged cruel war against hu¬ 
man nature itself ; violating i 
erect rights of left? n-uif liberty 
mis of a distant people who n 


declaring all such persons to be free. 

matter did the first Congress under 
the constitution, many of its members hav- 
.ng participated in framing that instru¬ 
ment, proceed with perfect unanimity- 
to carry out its powers, and determine the 
future policy of the government in regard 
slavery. It declared by its acts in pro¬ 
hibiting and interdicting it in the only 
rritory under its jurisdiction, that slave¬ 
ry-should not be extended or sustained by 
authority, wherever it could he con¬ 
stitutionally reached by its power. It al¬ 
so gave its countenance and approbation 
to the numerous abolition societies which 
were extensively organized in the several 
States for the avowed object of influenc¬ 
ing public opinion,, and effecting the ex¬ 
tinguishment of slavery throughout the 
Union ; and down to as late a period 
1S09, the Speaker of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, by a resolution of that body 
was directed to return a letter of thanks t< 
euiion for the presenta 
in’s History of Slavery, 
ted to be deposited in the 
ibrary. At the head of 
bcietics were placed the 
and influential statesmen, 
luence, and the co-opera- 
rnincnt and the people, a 
majority of the states carried out the prin- 
ipfes and policy adopted by the nation, by 
xpelling this execrable institution from 
their borders. These measures received 
I he hearty Concurrence and support of 
every distinguished patriot and Statesman. 
Washington, in his correspondence, de¬ 
clared that slavery certainly might and 
ought to be abolished by legislative author¬ 
ity 1 ; and that so far as his suffrage would 
go in effecting that object, it should never 
be wanting.

cause for congratulation in the triumph of 
these principles. Under the British Gov¬ 
ernment we have witnessed the long and 
ardent conflict between them, and avarice 
injustice and oppression, in which the 
champions of freedom, led on by the im¬ 
mortal Wilberforee, steadily persevered m 
their efforts amid all the obloquy and con- 
tempt which were oust upon them by 
those in power and place, until their la¬ 
bors were crowned with triumphant suc¬ 
cess. , 

We have seen that distinguished patriot 
and statesman rise ill his place in pal lia- 
tHent year after year, undismayed by the I 
scoffs and jeers of his colleagues, and 
those holding official stations, under the 
government, and present the petitions of 
the people for the interdiction of the slave 
trade, and the abolishment of slavery. 

We have seen these propositions assail¬ 
ed for ten years in succession by the whole 
power and influence of that government, 
as “ hypocritical, visionary and delusive, 
as inevitably leading to “ insurrections 
massacre and ruin, ” and that; the abolish¬ 
ment of slavery and the slave trade 
be “ the death warrant of every white inhab¬ 
itant in the, islands." We have seen the 
populace without excited to acts of intim¬ 
idation and abuse against him in the city 
of London under the immediate eye of 
the government. We have heard his mo¬ 
tives impeached, his character traduced, 
bis objects contemned and himself denoun¬ 
ced in the House of Lords by the Duke of| 
Clarence, the son of the reigning mon¬ 
arch, as a “ hypocrite and fanatic." 

But we have lived to see this same 
Puke of Clarence afterwards ascend the 
throne of England, and, in obedience to 
the popular will, yield his royal assent to 
nil act for the abolishment of slavery 
throughout his dominions. We have at 
R subsequent period heard the slave trade 
denounced by the whole civilized world as 
piracy, and prohibited by our own gov¬ 
ernment under the severest penalti. 
known to our criminal laws. We have 
seen the republics of South America, 
nfter another, discarding this inhuman 
System from their constitutions and law: 
and with one dash of the pen restorin 
their fellow beings to the blessings of lib¬ 
erty. We have recently heaid it proclaim¬ 
ed by one of the sovereigns of Barbary 
that he had emancipated the slaves in his 
dominion for the honor of God and the 
.dignity of human nnture. 

Since the commencement of the pres¬ 
ent century we have witnessed the abol¬ 
ishment of slavery in more than thirty 
governments and dependencies, in many 
»f which it had been longer maintained, 
and embraced a larger portion of the pop- 
lliatjon that) It does in either of the States 
of this Union at the preseut time, and yet 
it has always been effected peaceably, qui- 
e tly, safely and without the shedding ol 
hlood. And in every instance, it is be¬ 
lieved, that the results have proved high¬ 
ly satisfactory to the communities imme¬ 
diately interested in the event—who now 


i tlie per-

g them in¬ 
to slavery in another hemisphere or to in¬ 
cur miserable death in their transporta¬ 
tion thither- This piratical warfare, the 
opprobrium of infidel powers, is the war¬ 
fare of the Christian King of Great Bri¬ 
tain. Determined to keep open a market 
where in err should he bought and sold, lie 
has prostituted his negative for suppress¬ 
ing every legislative attempt to prohibit 
or restrain this execrable commerce.” 

These acts of the people through their 
representatives evinced their settled hostil¬ 
ity to the system of slavery, and firm de¬ 
termination to eradicate it from the coun¬ 
ty.

Supreme Judge of the world for the rec¬ 
titude of their intentions, and the righte- 
usness of their cause. To sustain them, 
the friends of liberty and humanity from 
all quarters of the globe rallied- to the 
American standard, and fought »and bled 
by the side of Washington and his com¬ 
patriots, until our independence was se¬ 
cured. Having thus accomplished the 
first grand object of their desire, they 
sought to crown their labors by the forma¬ 
tion of a government which should per¬ 
manently secure to the people the rights 
and immunities for which they had so 
and valiantly contended. Delegates 
appointed by the several Slates to v 
ibis high aud responsible trust was 
mitted, who proceeded to discharge that 
duty by the formation of our present Con¬ 
stitution. The preamble to that instrii' 
declares that it was ordained “ to 
I form a more perfect union, establish justice, 

1 ensure domestic tranquilly, provide for the 
common defence, promote the general welfare 
and secure the blessings of liberty to our¬ 
selves and our posterity." No specific pow- 
being granted to Congress to abolish 
slavery in the States where it then existed 
nder their local laws, it was left to their 
eparate action, under the strongest mani¬ 
festations of national disapprobation am 
lightened public opinion. Beyond th. 

|jurisdiction of such local laws, however 
Congress did effectually interpose its an 
thority to check, control, abolish, and pro 
bihit it. One of the first acts of Congres 
after the adoption of the Constitution wa 
the re-enactment of the celebrated Ordi 
nance of 1787, by a unanimous vote, by 
hich slavery was abolished in the north 
western Territory, and forever prohibited 
polluting its soil, either under Aer- 
morinl or State jurisdiction. Slavery had 
previously been extended into that Terri¬ 
tory while under the jurisdiction of Vir- 
ginia, and the question was afterwards 
raised by the slaveholders, and earned to 
Congress and the judicial tribunals to de¬ 
termine its constitutionality where its va¬ 
lidity was sustained. Acts were also pass¬ 
ed by Congress 1789 in mid 1804, prohib¬ 
iting the importation of slaves into the 
Territories of Mississippi and Orleans 
from abroad under heavy penalties, aud

Mr. Webster wnsa resident of Boston, 
lurrounded by abolitionists, where their 
neetings were publicly held, where their 
ness was established "to disseminate their 
manciples and carry out their measures, 
yet when appealed to for information on 
subject, he declares in his opinion 
se imputations to be without any just 
ndation. The following extract from 
the Boston Commercial Gazette in 1835 
will also show that the guilt of aholiti. 
ists consisted in discussing the subject 
slavery. ‘Free discussion on the subject 
of slavery V ah; as Petruchio said, ‘there s 
the villainy.’ The mischief all lies in a 
nutshell. A free discussion on this sub¬ 
ject leads at onee to abolition and emanci¬ 
pation.’ These were the evils to be dep¬ 
recated from the action of the abolitionists 
in Boston, instead of treason and revolu¬ 
tion. It was free discussion on- the si 
ject of slavery in view of such results 
iluntary emancipation, that constituted 
e ‘ viilany and mischief’ of the aholition- 
sin the eves of the good people of Bos- 
„ for which they were assailed l>y mobs, 
their meetings suppressed by violence,and 
one of their prominent citizens dragged 
through their streets with a rope about his 
neck, and cast into prison. The publica- 
of the South also exonerate them 
the slanderous charges of their neigh- 
The Southern Review, one of their 
ablest periodicals, makes the following 

statement : 

r e d„ n ot believe that the abolition- 
tend, nor could they if they would, 
excite our slaves to insurrection. We be¬ 
lieve that we have most to fear from then- 
organized action upon the consciences and 
fears of the slaveholders themselves, from 
the insinuation of their dangerous heresies 
into our schools, our pulpits and domestic 
circles. It is only by alarming the con¬ 
sciences of the weak and feeble, and dif¬ 
fusing among our own people a morbid 
sensibility on the question of slavery that 
the abolitionists can accomplish their ob¬ 
ject. Preparatory to this, they are now 
'laboring to saturate the non-slavgholdmg 
States with the belief that slavery is a sin 
against God : that the ‘ national, compact ’ 
involves the non-slaveholders in that sin : 
and that it is their duty to toil and siift'ei 
that our country may be delivered from 
what they term"its blackest stain, its foul- 
sst reproach, its deadliest sin.’ 

The same opinions in regard to out 
principles and objects have been freely 
avowed by most of the politicians and 
statesmen of the South ; that we were la 
boring to bring public opinion to beai 
against the institution of slavery ‘ which i 
w'ould be almost impossible to resist with 
out separating themselves from the socia 
system of the rest of the civilized world.

Every thing 
therefore, which tends to inrease this dan¬ 
ger, though it may be a local affair, yet if 
it involves national expense or safety, it 
becomes of concern-to every part of the 
Union, and is a proper subject for the con¬ 
sideration of those charged with the gen¬ 
eral administration of the government.” 

The most eminent divines of that day 
also considered it a part of their duty to 
participate in the discussions upon tins 
suhject.

President Edwards, in a sermon delivered 
before an abolition society in Connecticut, 
1791, affirmed his belief, that H within 
fifty vears from this time it will he as 
ha me fill for a man to hold a negro slave 
as to be guilty of common robbery or 
theft.”

Adam Clark, the author of the celebrated 
Commentaries on the Bible, expresses 
follows.

Such were 
the views entertained by men of all pro¬ 
fessions and denominations in regard to 
the danger, impolicy, and guilt of slavery, 
as it existed in this country.
